.The problem: of correct compensa- 
tion for business executives based 
upon their measured value to the 
employer: dis one of. the. most .vexa- 
tious questions facing modern: man- 
agement today, Harry Arthur ‘Hopf, 
head of the firm of managément en- 
gineers of that name and: one-time 
organization counsel of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New ‘York, said 
yesterday. Its solution, he added, 
requires infinité care and study.

ual services’ or ‘vice .versa: . No 
scientific: method, he contends,has 
been. adopted by business ° generally 
forthe equitable payment of: those 
in ‘the salary brackets between $5,000 
and $15,000. 

Any attempt te solve. the, problem, 
Mr. Hopf believes, should start wi 
the’ establishment of an annual ap- 
propriation: for the ‘payment of ex- 
ecutives. Such a ‘fund’ should ‘de 
based upon: the relation of execu- 
tives’ value to the annual income of 
the. business and should: be - created 


ag ae reference to:the existing pay- 
roll. 


Would Appraise Each Department. 

Using this total as a base, the next 
step shouldbe to measure each de- 
partment’s value to the company, 
scoring its .worth first. upon its 
profit and loss potentialities ‘and 
its. relation to the operation - of 
other departments; second upon the 
degree of supervision required of the 
department head toward his subor- 
dinates.and: the amount he requires 
from his superiors. ‘The third group 
of factors to be considered in -the 
appraisal are the skill, experience 
and judgment required of the execu- 
tive. ofeach, department: in the: per- 
formance of his duties. 

With the scoring completed. on 
such a -basis; he continued,-the com- 
peng officers are then in a ition 

compare the salaries paid: with 
the executives’ capabilities. The facts 
which ;. such, a. system will disclose, 
he said, will be surprising in many 
cases and inequalities in salary pay- 
ments will bécome apparent at once. 

‘In many cases where the plan has 
been carried -out,’’.Mr. Hopf. said, 
“it was found that salaries were 
based. more on superficial. appear- 
ances.. than upon any scientific 


knowledge of what: the post was 
worth, 


Faults.in Present System. 


“Some executive heading a depart- 
ment employing 150 people for filing 
or some other routine work might 


be drawing a large salary because 
his department was large; while an- 
other man, working at a. battered 
desk in an obscure corner of. the 
establishment, might be doing work 
twice as valuable to the se for Ie 
and receiving a good deal less for i 

“Such inequalities are res ble 
for the frequent .turn-over in _ posi- 
tions of great importance dns indus- 
try. The perplexed officials, how- 
ever, cannot seem to understand 
the real cause, and ‘therefore fail to 
take steps to:correct the condition.” 

Discussing extra compensation and 
profit-sharing plans for executives, 

Hopf scored the majority of 
those now: in. operation because they 
are pro-rated on a salary basis and 
have no intelligent connection” with 
the value of i” th ge inves.

A development. to be looked for- 
ward to’ hopefully! in’ North Carolina 
is the establishment iof a .copper 
smelter, in view of the wave of.in- 
terest sweeping one of the principal 
sections of the State where deposits 
of this. mineral are found, says. & 
bulletin .of the ‘Department. of Con- 
servation and *Development of that 
State..-Four mines have been taken 


over either to open immediate opera~ 
tions -or. for. thorough:. prospecting 
with a view of, future: development. 
Commenting on prospects that have 
arisen’ from this. attention. directed 
to copper, State Geologist H.. J. -Bry- 
son says: 

‘It srianaction in. mines taken over 
during the last few weeks should 
show large ore bodies which would 
last through many years, it seems 
that ‘the logical thing to do would be 
to erect a copper ort mgd plant 
in some cérifral” locality, probably 
near .Sylva or Bryson. City. 
would save transportation from. this 
district’ ‘to Tennessee, © averaging 
about $2.50 to. $3 per ton. 

“It is reported that. ore in Cullo- 
whee; Savanna, and Waryhut mines 
run from five to seven per cent me- 
tallic copper. This ore is in the form 
of. sulphide,, known as chalcopyrite, 
which also carries high sulphur con- 
tent.

Events at The Hague cannot fail to 
recall the. British Foreign Minister who 
for many years adopted a hectoring and 
blustering attitude toward one country. 
after: another in Burope,. Lord, PALMER- 
STON himself once quoted with approval 
the French:saying that .in diplomacy gh | 
is the tone which makes the song,” His 
own tone: was too often that of an over- 
bearing bully. .To France, to Belgium, 
to Holland, to.Greece, to Italy, to Spain 
and Portugal, he addressed rémon- 
strances .and. threats. which. ordinarily 
would have been a prelude to war. Very 
early in his career—1831—he instructed 
the British Ambassador at Paris to in- 
form the French Government that “ our 
‘desire for peace will.never lead us to 
“ submit to affront either in language or 
“in -act.”. Not. bad, coming from the 
great master of international affronts! 
One of his diplomatic notes spoke of the 
Pasha of Egypt, MOHAMMED ALI, as an 
obstacle of his Turkish policy who would 
“just: be chucked into the Nile.” His 
conduct in the Pacifico affair which 
almost led to war with both Greece and 
France brought upon him a vote of cen- 
sure. by the House of, Lords. | But in the. 
Commons ‘he made ‘his famous ‘defense 
with his flourish about “ civis Romanus,” 
and becamie in consequénce, as he himself 
complacently said, “the most popular 
“ Minister that for a yery long course of 
“time has held my office.” 

This ‘popularity hé retained in large 
measure until the very end of his. long 
life. But sober: political ‘historians in 
England today, looking back upon his 
career, question seriously whether his 
policy in foreign affairs of figuring so 
frequently as the proud, blunt, -hard-hit- 
ting Englishman ‘was the wise one for 
Great Britain. ie the long rin. _ It created. 
animosities and | jealousies and sullen 
opposition where good-will and coopera- 
tion were really the great -desiderata. 
PALMERSTON’S ‘imipétudsities’ and disre- 
gard of ordinary diplomatic proprieties

Commenting on the fear of Europeans

the hands of Americans, Dr. GROSsvVE- 
NOR M. JONES, Chief of ‘the’ Finance 
Division of the Department of Commerce, 
reminded the World Advertising ‘Con- 
gress in Berlin’ that nothing serious

World War, whén European inves- 
tors controlled the largest American 
railroads and many manufacturing com- 
panies. The truth of this statement is 


apparent to any one familiar with: the 


financial history of this country.: If it . 
is ignored in Europe «and overlooked 
here, the. reason may be that occasion 
has rarely come to call attention ‘to it. 


Before the war European holdings of 


American securities were valued at from. 
$4,000,000,000 to $5,000,000,000; These . 


were largely in the stocks of American 
railroads and industrial concerns. . Brit- 
ish, Dutch and German capital was 
extensively employed in financing .the 


construction of American transportation 


systems, beginning with ‘somié of the 
early canal companies and. including 
local traction companies: As late as 1895 
more than half the stock of the Penn- 
syivania, the Hinois Central and several : 
other American railways was owned 
abroad, There were, in 1914, extensive 
foreign holdings in the steel companies. 

‘Most. of these securities: were repur-. 
chased by the United States during the 
World War. But. almost immediately 
after the armistice Europeans again be- 
gan to buy American’ securities. During

The play; “‘The Lady With a 
Lamp,’ by. Reginald: Berkeley, the 
principal character of which is Fior- 
ence Nightingale, the famous’ philan- 
thropist, hospital reformer and di- 
rector and nurse in the. Crimean 
War>in 1854, who died at the age of 
90 in 1910, has revived in London 
the half-buried. question of seventy- 
five years ago as to whether she was 
a spy and whether she could have 
saved the life of Sidney Herbert. 

Some.of the critics who had not 
taken the trouble to look up the his- 
tory of the old controversy com- 
plained that the dramatist had doubt- 
less been inspired by ‘the Edith 
Cavell tradition; then more historica) 
commentators took a hand... A letter 
from Sidney Herbert, also one of the 
characters. in the play, was repro- 
duced in The Times of London. The 
Morning Post published a letter . of 
remonstrance signed by the .execu- 
tors and the nearest surviving rela- 
tives of Miss Nightingale, and final- 
ly the dramatist, Mr. Berkeley, made 


a reply in the same pape r in defense 
of the authenticity of his play. 

The Herbert letter was ad ressed 
to Sir James Y. Simpson and was 
based on certain charges made 
Dr. Struthers, head of the Britis 
Surgical poner artment in the Crimea, 
with whom. Miss Nightingale, at the 
head of thirty-eight English nurses, 
re in constant conflicte It read in 
part: 


Shunned Réle of Spy. 


“Dr. Struthers states that ‘‘Miss 
Nightingale and her women not only 
make notes of the doctors’ visits,’ 
but that they have ‘already written 
home that many patients are not vis- 
ited till ‘after 2 and 3 o’clock.’ I be- 
lieve I have seen every letter (and 
they are very few) which Miss Night- 
ingale has written since she left 
England, and I know that she has 
never so much as alluded to this sub- 
ject in any way.’ In one'I received 
from her, ‘in referring to various 
matters not connected .in any way 
with the medical department, Miss 

ae. yn, ay says: “The above I have 

tten in obedience to your ‘private 
instructions, but do not place me in 
the position of a government spy 
here, which would destroy all my 
usefulness.’ With which view of her 
position I- entirely agree.’ 

It is unnecessary to.quote from the 
letter of the executors and relatives 
of Miss Nightingale, for Mr. Berke 
ley -cites its salient points in his re- 
ply, some extracts of which read: 

“To begin with, it is not in the 
least. true that ‘the one connecting 
thread in the play’ is Elizabeth Her- 
bert’s -jealousy of Florence. The 
main. connecting thread is Florence's 
own: indomitable purpose. Dramatic 
conflict between the two. women 
there is in the play—and must have 
been in their lives. No amount of 
clamor can change the fact that Sid- 
ney Herbert was the motuhpiece of 
Florence Nightingale and her ‘cab- 
inet,’ or affect the strong probability 
that had he not identified himseif 
with the army reforms that her en- 
thusiasm inspired. and that - her 
knowledge converted from - ideals 
into practicable politics, he would 
long my <9 have descended into the re- 

table obscurity that now engulfs 
e majority. of his colleagues in the 
covevamnsak of the day.

To prevent cradile- 
snatching by schem- 
ing politicians and at 
the same time to al- 
low youth its opportu- 
nity, the founders of our. govern- 
ment made it a constitutional re- 
quirement that members of the 
House of Representatives must have 
attained the age of 25 years, that to 
be a United States Senator one must 
Mo at least 30 years of age, and to 

be eligible to the office of President 
of the United States, 35 years is re- 
quired. To be Governor of the State 
of New York there is a constitutional 
age requirement of 30 years. There 
is no maximum age beyond which 
any of these offices may not be held. 


Frederic R. Coudert Jr., the Republi-- 


can nominee for District Attorney 
a New York County, at the re “ 
is, therefore, old enough to be 
Biartacntathes in Congress, a United 
States Senator or the Governor of 
New York, though he has not yet 
attained sufficient age to be. Presi- 
dent of the United States. No doubt 
has been heard that he is disquali- 
fied by youth, immaturity or inexpe- 
rience for the office for which he is 
now. a candidate. And as there is 
no State prohibition law in:force in 
New York, Mr. Coudert’s known 
sentiments concerning the Volstead 
and, Jones laws need not be an em- 
barrassment. It is a coincidence that 
John J. Chester Jr., the ry and 
efficient public Prosecutor of Frank- 
lin County, Ohio, who secured the 
conviction of Dr. Snooks, is only 31 
years of age. Youth is an asset, 
rather than a liability, in a public 
ecutor. 

Justice Crain, the Democratic nom- 
inee, will probably resign before elec- 
tion day, Nov. 5, next. Should he 
forget or fail to do so, Mr. Coudert 
will surely be elected, and Justice 
Crain will remain on the bench, no 
matter how many more votes might 
be cast for Justice Crain as District 
Attorney than for Mr. Coudert’ for 
the same office.. The reason is found 
in Section 19 of Article VI of the 
New York State Constitution, to the 
effect that all votes for a Justice of 
the Supreme Court, except for a 
judicial office or as a member of a 
constitutional eumue: shall be 
null and void.

Another feature of 
the Snooks trial 
was the treatment 
accorded his signed 
confession of the 
killing of the 24-year-old college girl, 
said to have been made after twen- 
ty-three hours of continuous ques- 
tioning by the public authorities. 
The présiding judge at a criminal 
trial will wholly exclude the confes- 
sion of a defendant, whether oral or 
written, and will also exclude all 
evidence referring to it, if the cir- 
cumstances clearly show the confes- 
sion to have been made in circum- 
stances of coercion or duress. But 
Judge Scarlett felt justified in ai- 
lowing the fact and terms of the 
Snooks confession to go to the etl 
along with instructions that the j 
were to consider all the Reciouaiing 
facts and circumstances, in deciding 
what, if any, weight rea pa be given 
the confession as proof of guilt. 
From the press reports Snooks was 
apparently given.a fair trial, and 
the verdict of guilty was justified, 
but before he suffers: the’ extreme 
penalty of the law, many) other 
things in his behalf will be done.

occur and if the appellate court be- 
lieves the Snooks ‘deferisé’* to have 
been seriously prejudiced by an er-: 
roneous ruling of the judge or. other 
things occurring in the conduct of 
the procéedings, a new trial will be 
ordered, though the appellate court 
may consider the defendant to be 
actually guility of the crime.

Whether or: not. the ‘circumstances 
described may be taken as an indica- 
tion’ of a ‘changing attitude on the 
part of the newspapers toward crime 
news, they afford aided proof of

The purpose of 
the experiment was to demonstrate 
the essential kinship of anima] and 
plant life by showing that plants 
and animals are similarly affected 
by stimuli of many different kinds, 
by electric shocks, by heat or cold, 
by drugs and so on. 

The book under review describes 
and illustrates a large number of 
similar experiments, for the most 
part with the sensitive plant, 
Mimosa pudica carried out with 
the marvelous skill for which Sir 
Jagadis is famous, and with the 
extraordinarily delicate apparatus 
which, through a long series of 
years, he has devised. The princi- 
ple which underlies much of this 
apparatus may be illustrated in an 
interesting way, with a small piece 
of looking glass, a quarter of a 
half-inch across. Rest the forearm 
on a table on which sunlight is fall- 
ing through a window, and balance 
the bit of mirror on the pulse in 
the wrist in such a way that the 
spot of light from the mirror is re- 
flected on the ceiling. With each 
beat of the pulse, just visible in the 
wrist, the spot of light will jump a 
foot or more across the ceiling, the 
motion of the pulse being énor- 
moualy exaggerated by this simple 
optical device.

Ifyou_are a singer, to feel the flood- 
gates of song opening with no groan 
of hingé; the throat a full-fluted col- 
umn, and no capital in the way to 
impede the flow of effortless expres- 
sion, If your medium. is p or 
verse, to find whatever the ght 
may.be. running. swift.and s 
yards and smooth yards, like ribbon 
from a spool. Too often, alas, the 
ribbon Kinks and snarls. 

And if you are a spectator’. ... 
well; if you are a spectator, you are 
not likely to find it, very difficult to 
be spontaneouly enthusiastic over the 
current art show at Mystic, Conn.— 
in part, perhaps, because you encoun- 
ter in Mystic so much enthusiasm 
that is contagious, fresh and young, 
albeit scrupulously directed. 

Were these artists, the best ‘of 
them, merely facile, it would be an- 
other matter. But they are not. 
Take Stephen W. Macomber’s ‘‘Bru- 
nette.”. She is exuberantly alive. 
You do not have to thread any 
maze to reach her, Yet she isnot 
facile, To return to the country dry 
goods counter, where a moment ago 
“-we watched ribbon flowing from 
@ spool, you need not expect to pur- 
chase Mr. Macomber’s composition 
as you would purchase a printed 
scarf that conies by the boit and 
needs but the saleswoman’s snip of 
shears. ‘‘Brunette’’ (and she is that, 
just). sits poised, wide-awake, in- 
tetisely interested. Possibly in her 
youthful full-blooded zest, she is even 
about to spring. But in this poten- 
tial onrush or outrush there resides 
no alarm. Indeed, the artist makes 
you feél ‘that you would’ really wel- 
come her spirited charge from the 
canvas, so long as she agreed even- 
tially to return. For the picture is 
too ‘good to lose as such. 


R. MACOMBER’S ‘'Helen’’. is 
also a strong piece of charac- 
terization; good and honest, like 

Mary Stafford’s “Portrait” or like 
Robert Brackman’s faithful portrayal 
of the Rev. Ernest F. Weise. Then 
there is John R. Frazier’s admirable 
‘Figure Study,’’ so fine in its mass- 
ing of light and color.. Sherman 
Potts, besides his well-painted, semi- 
decorative boy, called..‘‘The Green 
Sweater,’ offers some delicate pencil 
portraits and three miniatures (these 
are downstairs in the water-color and 
black-and-white room). Nor should 
one miss a compactly executed ‘‘Fig- 
ures Indoors” by Julian Joseph. 
“Harlequin,” says the catalogue, by 
Kenneth Bates. And you look tp, 
expecting the familiar figure in bells 
and motley. But Harlequin is a tree. 
A great, gnarled tree, with eloquent 
branches. It is extraordinary, and 
yet the tree is a Harlequin—in ac- 
tion, too,, and in the,mood.to dutdo 
himself before so surprised and 
pleased an audience.

How the Italian de Carolis Carried On in 
Fresco an Art, Tradition Long Abandoned 


By FRANCIS MONOTTI. 


Rome. 
RESCO painting, most Italian 
of all arts, had lost toward the 
end of the last century al- 
most all its splendor, even in 
the country that had practiced it 
so admirably in the past.

Two widely differing tendencies 
can -be traced in the work of this 
painter. Adolfo de Carolis was born 
in 1874 at Montefiore, near Ascoli 
Pi¢eno. At 18 hé dédcided ‘to’ ‘goto 
Rome to study in. the school con 
nected with the Museum of Arts. 
Those were the years in which Pre- 
Rapheelitism was the mode in Italy. 
It was @ rather belated fashion and, 
to tell the truth, one that did not 
last very much. longér. than the 
vogue of the leg-of-mutton sleeve.

A Place in Local History.

The first really spectacular appear- 
ence.of the: sea-serpent in American, 
waters was made along the New Eng- 
land Coast in August, 1817. A thor’ 
ough investigation followed. Those 
who had*sten this, denizen.of. the deep 
were placed under oath to give an 
exact description of it. The inquiry 
was conducted by the Linnean So- 
ciety of Boston. Numerous papers 
were collected in which the witnesses 
told of an enorma
